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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment after final will be entered 
because of a typographical error, however, the claims stand rejected as set forth in Paper No. 04. The applicant asserts that the elements 
used in the Wang reference to reject the limitations under 102 (b) come from two different table saws. The applicant's traversal is noted, 
however, all the elements are present in the Wang reference and obviously show all of the claimed limitations of the instant application. 
Applicant asserts that Wang does not disclose through holes transversely extended through adjustment members 40. It is believed that 
lock element 46 is part of the adjustment member 40. It is also believed that threaded portion 461 transversely extends through lock 
element 46, and, thus, Wang discloses through holes transversely extended through adjustment members 40. Applicant asserts that 
mounting hole 321 , 322 is not arched and elongated. It is believed that mounting hole 321 , 322 is arched at 321 , and elongated at 322 as 
disclosed in Paper No. 04. Figure 4 clearly shows that the center of the hole adjacent 321 is not entirely enclosed which leaves a partially 
closed circle, or arch. The center hole 321 is also extended beyond the central region to the outside of element 32, and for this reason is 
characterized as elongated. 
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
